BANDIT DALTON PARDONED |W.CT.U, WOMAN 
AFTER 15 YEARS IN PRISON 
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Gov. Hoch Yields to Entreaties of Prisoner’s 
| Mother; Sentenced to Hang for Murder After 
Cofieyville, Kan., Bank Raid. 
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Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Nov. 2.—Emmet Dal- 
‘ton, last of the Dalton gang of train rob 
bers and bank robbers, is free aft- 
er having spent 15 years in Lansing pris- 
on. Gov. Hoch-issued a pardon to him 
tonight. 

His release is due largely to the. un- 
remitting efforts of his aged mother. 
who lives in Oklahoma. She has spen 


his pardon. 
a prisoner also counted in his favor. For 
‘yvears he has been a “‘trusty.’’ He was 
under sentence of death, but, accord. 
ing to custom jn Kansas, the death sen- 
tence is never inflicted. 

Emmet Dalton was captured in the 
Dalton gangs raid on the banks of Cof- 
feyville, Kan., In October, 1882. In the 
same raid two of his brothers and tw» 
other members of the gang were slain. 
Several citizens also fell. 

Dalton was recently paroled for three 
months to undergo an operation. When 
the parole expired a few days ago he 
returned voluntarily alone to the prison. 
He had promised the Governor he would 
do so. He received the pardon at the 
Executive Mansion. He came to Tope- 
ka on the Governor's summons. 

Hoch Has Faith in Him, 

Gov. Hoch, after granting the pardon, 
fave out a statement which foliows in 
part: 

“I have given a great aeal of thought 
and much patient study to the case ot 
Emmet Dalton, and I do not believe any 
unprejudiced person can study the case 
as I have studied it without reaching the 
conclusion that this young man has in 
him the elements of good citizenship. 
kivery otficer of the institution in which 
he has been confined for the past 15 
years with whom I have conversed 
shares this opinion and expressed it in 
the strongest. possible language. 

“He has made a model prisoner and 
has given every evidence that he has 
done to from considerations of character 
anu manhood, and not for policy’s sake. 
Hie has been a ‘trusty’ and has never 
betrayed the ‘trust. 

“The unfortunate affair in‘ which he 
‘was invcived 15. years ago can be held 
in no greater shorror by anyone than by 
me, but his elder brothers who led in 
this affair pala the penalty on the spot

In presenting the pardon, the Governor | 
said: 

"IT belleve, Emmet, that you will make : 
a good citizen, and With this belief’’—— 
the Governor took from his secretary | 
the parchment bearing the State’s seal, ' 
which means freedom for Dalton and 
started to hand it to him. At that 
moment the lights went out ahd left the 
room in darkness, but without hesita- 
tion the Governor continued: 

“with this belief, I extend you this 
pardon.”’ 

Dalton said: 

“Governor, the trouble is that there is 
no way for me to oxpress my grati- 
tude. But I certainly thank you with 
all my heart and soul. I wish to say 
this, however, tha’ you nor anyyne else 
will ever have reason to regret what 
you have done todzy. I shall do every- 
thing in my power to live a useful life 
and bo a good citizen.”

Chief Creecy was asked last night de 
he was under the impression, when he 
gave his interview, that no clew to the 
driver of the automobile had been found 
until Watson surrendered—if he was un- 
aware of the visit of the detectives at 
the garage. 

“I did not knew about it,” said Chief 
Creecy. 

“Then you were unaware that Watson 
had been suspected at all?’ 

“IT don’t care to discuss this case 
further,’’ said the Chief. “I have 
nothing to say.’ 

“Is the case closed so far as the 
police are concerned?” 

“It assuredly is.’’ 

President Stewart of the Police Board 
thinks differently. When he was told 
of Chief Creecy’s statement he said: 

Case Is Not Closed. 

“The case is not closed by any means. 
The Police Department will make every 
effort in its power to learn all the facts 
in connection with it.” 

Section 2 of article XIII of the police 
manual, which provides that the police, 
in case of accident, shall try to learn 
the names of every person concerned 
and every eyewitness, was read to Mr. 
Stewart. 

“Did Chief Creecy violate that rule of 
the manual when he :ailed to get the 
names of the man and women with Wat- 
son in the auto?’ was asked. 

“He should by all means have obtained 
that informauon,” Mr. Stewart said, 
“and it will be obtained if possible.” 

Earlier Chief Creecy said: 

“Watson came to me of his own ac- 
cord, and he seemed such a gentlemanly 
sort of fellow, and it was so honorable 
of him to surrender of his own accord, 
that I was much impressed. I was con- 
vinced that it was an accident, and I re- 
leased him.’ 

Watson was accompanied on his visit’ 
by Samuel W. Forsythe, who is a di- 
rector of the Union Trust Co., for whicn 
Mr. Stewart is chief counse!, and who 
awarded the police medals after the re- 
cent parade. Forsythe is Watson's 
counsel in the present case.

“AUN CONVENTION | 
AS HE CHOOSES! 


Congressman Says Candidates 
Opposed by Him Had 
Better Quit. 








By — From the Washingtcn Bu- 


eau of the Post-Dispatch. 
W ASHINGTON. Nov. 2.—Representa- 


ive Acheson of Pennsylvania, who 
comes from Senator Knox's eud of the 
State, and is one of the most promi- 
nent Republicans in the House, has ar 
ived here. lie said: 

“Theodore Roesevelt will absolutely 
dominate rext national convertion, and 
he will nominate the man he wants tc be 
the next President. I have been sound- 
ing sentiment -in my district. and nine 
out of every ten men I saw were loud 
‘how'ers’ for Roosevelt. They don't nece- 
essarily want him to be President again 
if he does not feel like running, but they 
do want the convention to do whatever 
he says and to nominate his cheice. 
| “These other booms you hear so much 
of are all right in their way, but the 
country is in the thrall of Roosevelt, 
and Roosevelt is the man who can carry 
a boom to success, If Mr. Roosevelt 
wants Taft nominated, and . everybody 
seems to think this is the case, Mr. Taft 
will be nominated beyond the slightest 
chance of a doubt." 

“How is the Knox boom coming on?’’ 
Mr. Acheson was asied: 

“Oh,”” he replied, “it’s all right re the 
tate of Pennsylvania.” 

The President is displeased with the 
Way the Taft campaign has been man- 
aged and has directed that A. I. Vorys, 
who has been grooming and nurturing 
that movement, be deposed and another 
manager named. 

In a recent conversation with a friend, 
President Roosevelt darkly hinted at 
something, and at the same time con- 
fi.ed to the bosom of the friends a 
grizzly fear that now disturbs his slum- 
bers. 

The specter haunting the President 
is the third term. He is afraid mis- 
management of campaign chances may 
prevent Taft's getting a- big lead and 
result in a heterogenous crop of “‘favor- 
ite sons” being indorséd by the various 
states. 

Of course, that wduld prevent Mr. 
Roosevelt from “reiterating’’ his determ- 
ination not to accept another nomina- 
tion, his friends say. The third term ts 
like a bill in the Legislature. It must 
be reiterated three times before the 
G. O. P. can act on it. 

Mr. Vorys is accused of sending out 
amateurish literature, cartoons of a 
crude kind, and postals demanding to 
know ‘“‘Who is Taft?’ Why should any- 
body ask such a foolish question? Taft 
is Taft, with the O. K. of Mr. Roose- 
velt conspicuously imprinted on him, 
it is said at the White House. 

But Mr. Vorys is. making the Presi- 
dent very nervous. In fact, unless 
something is done to keep the Taft 
boom from rattling and squeaking like | 
a farm wagon out of repair and un- 
oiled, Mr. Roosevelt may forget to re- 
iterate his decHnation of the third | 
term.

ve is by law placed at the disposal of the Health 
Commissioner. 

His power to declare and abate nuisances is vir- 
tually without limit, and, with the Board's ap- 
proval, his condemnations are final, 

On the principle that rights of property, like 
all other social and conventional rights, are sub- 
ject to such reasonable limitations in their en- 
joyment as shall prevent them from being injuri- 
ous, the Health Commissioner may destroy pri- 
vate property; and in an emergency he may wield 
summary powers. 

Indeed, no man more nearly enjoys the author- 
ity of a dictator than the Health Commissioner, 
‘in the face of conditions which threaten disease 
and death to the community. 

Behind him, then, to the fullest extent is the 
indispensable sovereign power of the people called 
the police power--far broader than his express 

authority. He is a comm. nding officer defending 
the common good and general welfare, and his 
yroans may be virtually *“of“his }wn choosing, 
measured only by the public exigency.
